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The Aqlam Exhibition features a unique and original collection of the different 
styles and scripts of magnificent Arabic calligraphy, such as the Thuluth script, 
the Naskh, the Ta’liq, the Diwani, the Thuluth A1 Jali, the Diwani A1 Jali to name 
but a few. The exhibition also presents artifacts that represent the finest and most 
beautiful works of the art of gilding, and some of the exquisite creations of Ebru 
artists (the art of drawing on an aqueous surface). Ebru is an ancient Islamic art 
that dates back more than 1000 years. Not many people are familiar with this art 
and many have not even heard of it. 

The exhibition presents a closer look at the development stages of the Mus’haf 
of Qatar from beginning to end. It presents the original copies of the 122 
calligraphers who participated in the preliminary rounds of the competition 
before the finals, as well as a works of comparison between artists Obaida A1 
Banki and Sabah Al-Arbili up to the final stages. The exhibition will also include 
the original gilding copies of the Mus’haf, and finally visitors will be able to see 
the original copy of the Mus’haf of Qatar for the first time. 

The exhibition also includes a number of live art workshops of calligraphy, gilding 
and Ebru that will allow visitors to observe great artists at work on fine artistic 
pieces, which is in itself a unique experience. 

In this exhibition, we have taken into account the diversity of participation in 
terms of the type of art as well as geographical diversity, whereby the exhibition 
will include famous artists from Turkey, Spain, Bosnia, Britain, Syria, Egypt, 
Kuwait, UAE, Sudan and Iraq. All of these celebrated artists are hosted by Fanar, 
and for them to be together in one place is truly a unique opportunity and an 
extraordinary event. All visitors will receive their name written in Arabic script 
by the most famous calligraphers in the world on a card designed especially for 
the occasion, to be kept as an amazing souvenir from the Aqlam Exhibition. 

On this occasion, a specialised institute for the preparation and rehabilitation of 
young talented Qatari calligraphers will be inaugurated. Furthermore, there will 
be an attempt to record the biggest gilded painting in the world in the Guinness 
Book of World Becords through Fanar. 

The exhibition will be held from 10th to 15th March 2010 at Fanar, Qatar Islamic 
Cultural Centre, Doha.

Specialization : In 1987, she enrolled at the Alti Qubba Institution for Culture 
and Arts and attended sessions on gilding and ornamentation. 

Teachers : She studied under Dr. Fatima Cicik Derman and progressed rapidly 
in the field of art in a very short time. 

Accomplishments : Fatima tried to be guided by selected gilding and ornamentation 
patterns dating back to the 16th century. She sought to apply these patterns in her 
work, and was able to attract attention with her strong and subtle brush and her 
attention and accuracy. Most of her work in gilding and ornamentation were in the 
form of handwritten paintings, which were written by her brothers Mohammad 
and Othman. As for the ornamentations she carried out on the Mus’haf written 
by her brother Mohammad, they represent her best and most important work. 
Fatima participated in many joint exhibitions, both within Turkey and abroad. 
She has many selected works in Turkey and overseas. Today, she continues her 
work in traditional ornamentation.

He has lectured in Germany, Italy, Britain, 
Canada, Malta, Malaysia, the Netherlands, Kuwait, Qatar, Spain and others; and 
organised workshops sponsored by the Turkish Ministry of Endowments and 
many international exhibitions around the world and published a book on Ebru 
Art in 1992 

Cocktan’s Ebru art is characterised with modernism and the addition of new 
techniques in calligraphy, painting and gilding. Thus, his work turns into a new 
world undiscovered by previous Ebru artists. 

Through FANAB Ahmad achieved a Guinness World Becord when he completed 
the largest Ebro paper in the world.
